nothing. The peeviſh perverſeneſſe of men, is much guiltie 
of this thrift. For if men had either ſo mnch grace; or wit,to 
doe no wrong; or if they doe.or ſuffer wrong, to be willing to 
referre it to their wiſe and bontft brethrey,they might have 
both more peace in their minds, and alſo more mony in their 
parſer. And I cannet but wonder at the frowardneſſt and fol- 
ly of men, that rather chuſe to referre it to twelve men, and 
they ſtrangers, by force and conrſe of the Law; than to two 
men their neighbours and friends, by the perſwaſion of the 
Geſpel. In which proceedings, there u this diſadvantage at 
leaft ( beſides many more) that whereas they might bave 
choſen Arbitrators,wiſe and honeft,their Hiferonce: fall of- 
tentimes into the hands of many, whereof ſome are wiſe per- 
haps, but not honeſt;others are honeſt,but no wiſer than they 
ſhould be: In which caſes, a good cauſe, many times, ſallsts 
the ground. To prevent which miſchiefe, was, at leaſt, one 
maine intention of this Sermon. Knowing the weakniſſe of it 
ro walke alone, I have ſent forth with it, two of its elder bre- 
thren, (two other Sermons, preached on other occaſions) to 
wait xpon it, ( and with it upon yon,Sir )as poorefolkes uſe to 
doe, why ſet the elder to tend nuponthe younger.

God forbid : for how 
ſhall God then judge the world ?. ayes onr Apoſtle: Ag if 
he ſhonld ay, God bimſelte (with reverence bee it ſpoken) 
were not a Comperent 7#dge,ifthat he were not perfe&tly 
righteom : The Lord t righteow in all his wayes, and 
holy in all bis workes: Righteonſneſſe and Holinefle in 
God, are of equall latitude and extent: Now as God is 
King of Kings, ſo he is Judge of Judges, and all his Judges 
muſtbe like himſglfe; Holy as he is Holy ; and therefore 
called King of Saints.

Yea, the Apoftle inferres all meekneſſe to 
be uſed to all men, upon this very ground : For wee our Tit.3.3s 
ſelves were ſometimes fooliſh , diſobedient , ſerving divers) 
lufts, &c. Or, if not (fo; yet .aske once more, May T not 
be ſo? May I not fall as foule as he? Have I nor the 
ſame nature ? the ſame corruption ? even this confidera- 
tion the Apoſtle alſourges ; 1f any man be overtaken with Galat.ber« > 
a ſlip or infirmity, you that ave ſpirituall, reſtore him with the 
ſprrit of meekneſſe, conſidering 7 ſelfe, left thou alſo be temp- 
zed.
